States Fifth Fleet inflicted 
smashing defeat on a formid- 
able Japanese naval force at- 
tacked Monday off the Phil- 
ippines, sinking four ships 
and damaging at least 10 be- 
fore the enemy escaped under 
cover of night. 

The victory, the third great 
blow since Pearl Harbor 
against Japan’s navy, stemmed 
from Sunday’s air battle off 
Saipan Island in which Amer- 
ican carrier planes and war- 
ship guns shot down 353 
enemy aircraft. 

Because of this stunning aerial 
loss, the Japanese fleet, caught 
between the Marianas and the 
Philippines, could send up only a 
handful of interceptors from its 
five or six carriers. Of these 15 
to 20 were shot down,

his men into the beachhead when. 
he came ashore last week and) 
fet them to work as rightful di-.| 
reciors of French political affairs. | 
Under present plans, his follow- | 
ers will occupy key political posts| 
in each region as it is liberated. 

No Plan for Local Elections. 

These representatives will be | 
appointed by the Provisional Gov- | 
ernment, which does not plan to 
hold local elections until all France | 
has been liberated. 

“Until the whole of France has. 
been liberated and Frenchmen 
who are prisoners in Germany. 
have been returned to their homes | 
there can be no universal elec- 
tion,” Coulet said in an interview” 
today. “They should have voice, 
in the selection of officials.” 

Under the Vichy reorganization. 
of French political districts Prance | 
is divided into regions which in} 
turn are divided into departments 
much as states in America are 
divided into counties. Each re- 
gion has a commissioner and, 
each department a prefect to di- 
rect its internal affairs. Under 
the prefects are subprefects, with 
mayors as political heads of the 
towns. 

Forming Token Army. 

“We'll probably keep the districts | 
as they have been set up by. 
Vichy.” Coulet said. “They are 
economic for administrative pur- | 
pores,” 

In addition to directing civil 
affairs, Coulet’s organization in- 
tends to enlist a territorial army 
as a small token force to help. 
the Allied military keep order. 

“There will be no mobilization,” 
Coulet said. “We'll call only for 
volunteers because we have a har- 
vest at hand and men are needed 
on farms.” 

Coulet said he saw no reason. 
why there should be any friction | 
between his organization and Al- | 
lied Military Civil Affairs. As wg, 
put it, “Allied Civil Affairs rep- | 
resents the Army while I répre- | 
sent the French people.” 

As yet there has been no fric- 
tion between the two although 
both have made appointments to 
offices in the beachhead area-- 
each independent of the other. 

Vichy Man Removed. 

In Bayeux Coulet removed the 
sub-prefect from office and ap-| 
pointed in his place a young na- 
tive of the region, a well-to-do 
farmer named Triboulet. The sub- 
prefect was removed because he 
was too close to the Vichy regime. 
Just what would happen if Allied 
Civil Affairs appointees are not 
suitable to the De Gaullists is not 
exactly clear, The point has not 
yet arisen. 

But if they are able to show 
that the officeholder had “acted 
against the interests of the Allies” 
then the Civil Affairs officers 
have no alternative but to get rid 
of him. According to the Civil 
Affairs officer, Coulet said, there 
had not been a single case of op- 
position to his office from the old 
Vichy elements, and he knew of 
only one case where a collabora- 
tionist was manhandled by patri- 
ots after the Allies liberated this 
area é 

However, Normandy can hardly 
be regarded as typical of what 
can be expected in other parts of 
France. The Normandy peasants 
are not politically-minded = and 
thev are far more interested in 
their farms and in economic in- 
terests than in politics. 

Normans Are Reserved. 

While the Normans are  wun- 
doubtedly pleased with the arrival 
of the Allies they are not demon- 
girative and have been rather re- 
served. They are definitely anti- 
German and anti-Vichy, from my 
impression, but there has been no 
wild acclaim of the Allies as Liber 
ftors 

Whether the people are De 
Gaullists or not is difficult to say.

No Time for Platitudes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your Sunday editorial, pointing out 
the flaws in Roosevelt’s postwar peace 
plans, was a classic, and should be care- 
fully considered by Mr. Roosevelt. 

His proposal would place four powers, 
including the United States, in control 
of the world and automatically relegate 
all other nations to the doghouse. It 
would again enthrone power politica 
which blighted the peace after World 
War I and made a sham of the League 
of Nations. 

Surely the people are going to have 
something to say about what follows 
this mess. Politicians put us where we 
are, and the assumption that they are 
again going to hold our lives and liber- 
ties in the palm of their hands does vio- 
lence to common sense. 

The rank and file of civilization does 
not approve war as the proper means of 
settling international disputes. All races 
are substantially the same. None is 
saint-like, if taken as a whole, and none 
all sinners. Mothers and fathers, wher- 
ever they are, do not want their sons 
maimed and murdered to satisfy the 
whims or grievances of political tyrants. 

Everybody knows by now that the 
present world holocaust was precipi- 
tated by considerably less than a dozen 
men. The masses, who had no voice 
in starting the war, were called upon 
to do the fighting and dying, with the 
added privilege of paying the bills. No 
individual anywhere who was remotely 
responsible for the conflict has sus- 
tained the slightest injury on any battle 
front, and it is not likely that any will. 

When we entered World War II, we 
were told that it would end war for all 
time, a slogan worn threadbare 25 years 
ago. Now it is revealed that when the 
rivers of blood cease flowing and our 
boys who survive come home, we are 
going to draw the blueprints and lay 
the foundation for a war more horrible 
than this one. What a goal! 

It seems universally agreed that some 
kind of international alliance is needed 
and will follow the war. But if it comes 
to pass, let it stand for a worthwhile 
purpose, based upon common justice for 
all peoples and with a forthright dec- 
laration that it will banish interna- 
tional skulduggery and give the people, 
and not the politicians, the power to 
decree war. A league of nations, sin- 
cere in its purpose and with justice its 
guide, could order a plebiscite when 
threatening disputes confront nations, 
and then see to it that the voice of the 
people, and not the mandate of the war- 
mongers, settles the issue. 

The Roosevelt pronouncement does 
not allay the common fear that the 
babies of today will be the cannon-fod.- 
der of tomorrow, unless the people as- 
sert their rights. And they can best 
begin now by kicking political plati- 
tudes and dusty promises out of the 
window, JAMES P, WHITESIDE.

Obstacles to Italian Rebirth 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Elaborating on the President's address 
to the Italian people, Sumner Welles re- 
quested the Italians to “demonstrate 
through their own initiative and by 
their own volition their undoubted abil- 
ity to become helpful partners in that 
new world which the United Nations 
are about to create.” 

The proof is being offered by the lat- 
est political and military events. With- 
in three days, Teramo has been liber- 
ated by Italian guerrillas, and Aquila 
by regulars incorporated in the Eighth 
Army. A close censorship covers the 
activities of the Italian Navy, but even 
Prime Minister Churchill had words of 
praise for its sailors. Italian political 
parties deserve credit for the Bonomi 
Cabinet, which in eliminating Badoglio 
has shown its ability to break any links 
with the Fascists. By withholding the 
constitutional oath of allegiance to the 
King, the new Cabinet has practically 
disposed of the monarchic issue, 

Yet there are other obstacles to the 
rebirth of a democratic Italy which are 
beyond the control of the Italians them- 
selves. The terms of the armistice are 
not yet published for “security” reasons. 
Is this a dignified label for very harsh 
terms? The interpretation has been ad- 
vanced that conditions undermining 
Italy’s territorial or economic independ- 
ence may be expected to discourage 
Italian partisans in the North. Second- 
ly, why is the rate of exchange main- 
tained at a level which means the 
syphoning out of the meager resources 
of the poverty-stricken people of Italy? 

Both for immediate military reasons 
and for long-range peace objectives, the 
45 million Italians should become an ele- 
ment of order and stability in the demo- 
cratic Europe which is in the making. 
With some of her best men shot by the 
Germans and with many of her cities 
shattered by bombings, Italy should be 
assisted in securing the necessary po- 
litical and economic foundation without 
which order and stability are empty

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To Clear the Air 


In fairness to the American public, which has 
been gravely misled and misrepresented on the 
whole French question, 'there are a few miscon- 
ceptions about Gen. De Gaulle that had better 
be cleared up. 

The first is due to the fact that he has been 
blackly painted by his detractors in Washington 
—and they are few, although high-placed—as a 
stubborn and willful man who alone stands be- 
tween a benevolent United States and a France 
hungry for liberation. This distortion of fact is 
doubly dangerous. 

It builds the man up to bogy proportions 10 
times his actual stature, and permits the shadow 
of him to obscure the real issue, namely: Gen. 
De Gaulle does not pretend to be France, but is, 
instead, the chosen representative of French re- 
sistance to Fascism. He, as a President or Prime 
Minister should do, merely speaks for and serves 
as the instrument of his people and submits to 
their will. 

This is what is meant by Dorothy Thompson, 
Walter Lippmann, the London Times, the Man- 
chester Guardian, members of Parliament, and 
all who understand his real role, when they 
speak of him again and again ag the “symbol” 
of anti-Fascist France. 

The second misconception is that it is De 
Gaulle and De Gaulle alone who has demanded 
recognition of the Algiers Committee and its 
Consultative Assembly as the Provisional Gov- 
ernment, This is so far from the truth as to 
mock the whole history of French democracy. It 
was the Consultative Assembly, a body composed 
largely of representatives sent by the under- 
ground within France itself, which demanded of 
De Gaulle that he declare the Algiers administra- 
tion the government of its nation until elections 
could be held, The Assembly—voices of French 
patriots—forced the hand of their President and 
promised him all support. 

The third has to do with the ugly story that 
Gen. De Gaulle refused to permit liaison officers 
to accompany the invasion forces. Nothing, 
naturally, could have incurred sich disfavor for 
the French leader in this country as news that 
he was balking an invasion effort our soldiers 
are making. 

What is the truth? The story did not come 
from Allied headquarters. It came from Wash- 
ington. “It is reported here,” it read, quoting no 
official, no reliable news source, quoting no one. 
In the light of what Helen Kirkpatrick and 
others have reported subsequently from London, 
it has all the earmarks of an outright smear, 

The London version squares with previous 
facts. The French Provisional Government 
(recognized as such by several nations) has re- 
peatedly sought an agreement with the United 
States on the civil administration of liberated 
territory. Our Government refused even to confer 
on the matter, despite Mr. Churchill’s anxiety 
over the whole ugly situation. Naturally, since 
our intransigeance had prevented such an agree- 
ment, the De Gaulle group had no reason to 
accede to our request for liaison men for civil 
affairs. Military liaison offiéers did go. Civil 
administrators did not, since the French have 
their own plan for-restoring order and holding 
elections. 

The impasse that has been reached, with the 
French standing firm’ and the British angrily 
disturbed by our official attitude, was predicted 
by almost everyone familiar with the issues 
several months ago. If lives are lost as a result 
of a ruinous policy, the blame rests squarely in 
Washington, D. C.

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The Three Kings’ Tale 

Compromise seems to have patched, for the 
time being, the last of the three kindred schisms 
in Southern Europe. Now the two conflicting 
elements representing Yugoslavia seem ready to 
work together for war, following the pattern set 
in Italy and Greece. King Peter held out as 
long as possible against the importunings of the 
British Foreign Office and the overwhelming evi- 
dence that Marshal Tito was the national hero 
and Gen, Mihailovitch the.national disgrace. 
Finally, however, he was forced to dissolve the 
Cabinet headed by Brozhidar Puric of the Ser- 
bian oligarchy, remove Mihailovitch as Minister 
of War, and send the new Prime Minister, Croa- 
tian Subasic, to confer with Tito and reach an 
accord, 

The Italian affair should be no comfort to 
King Peter. The stubbornness of people demand- 
ing representative government and an end to dic- 
tatorial monarchies has won for Itallans a Cabinet 
that would not swear allegiance to the House of 
Savoy. Peter himself hinted, in his declaration 
of several weeks ago, that he was prepared to ab- 
dicate when the war is over if he was not wanted 
in his homeland. King George of Greece will 
probably be forced to yield to the EAM demand 
that he submit his kingship to a plebiscite before 
returning to Greece, 

The stories of the three Kings read well for 
modern times. In each instance where war has 
crystallized the conflict between authoritarian 


monarchy and the people themselves, the people 
are winning. They hold a promise of stability 
for Europe that their tired tyrants, returned on 
the old basis, could never offer.

Will Senator Clark Speak? 


One of the hottest spots in Washington right 
now is occupied by the aviation subcommittee 
of the Senate Commerce Committee. Sovereignty 
of the skies as opposed to limited freedom of 
the air, and a monopolistic chosen instrument 
as opposed to controlled competition in inter- 
national civil aviation, are the issues on the 
conference table. 

Senator Clark, chairman of the committee, has 
nothing to gain in Missouri by maintaining a 
tight-lipped, pre-primary silence on both ques- 
tions, or by letting the committee make a report 
in his absence, So far as is known, Juan Trippe’s 
interest in a Pan-American monopoly, or Senator 
McCarran’s interest in an all-American flag line 
monopoly, have no champions in Senator Clark’s 
constituency. It is clear enough that since regu- 
lated competition under CAB built our domestic 
civil aviation to tremendous, world-pacing pro- 
portiong in 12 years, the same progressive prin- 
ciple should be extended to foreign service after 
the war. 

It took only a year of war to prove to us that 
air power will be the key to military security 
in the world of tomorrow; that competition in 
the skies means a thriving and competitive air- 


~ craft manufacturing industry that will always 


be a first line of national defense in time of 
danger. The stifling evils of monopoly in any 
industry, particularly a young one, are well 
known, The big combine, or the chosen instru- 
ment, ig the greatest menace to constantly im- 
proving and modernizing such a public service, 
to raising the standarda and reducing the coat 
of it. When national security as well as public 
necessity are threatened, there is not much room 
for argument. 

Will Chairman Clark please make public his 
position on two vital questions: Does he or does 
he not favor regulated competition in interna- 
tional aviation as our policy?

Evidently someone whispered in the court's 
ear that the word “rulers” is a bit offensive to 
Americans. 

As long as the court is re-examining its lan- 
guage in that opinion, it might go a bit fur- 
ther. For example, the opinion says that the 
Constitution “grants to all citizens a right to 
participate in the choice of elected officials.” 
In another place, it uses the phrase, “this grant 
to the people.” 

As Little Oswald was taught in Civics I, the 
Constitution ifself is derived from the people 
and through it the people grant certain powers 
to the Federal Government. The right to vote 
is inherent and basic in a democracy and is not 
a constitutional “grant.”

Does the bill provide for socialized medi- 
cine? 

No. The term “socialized medicine” has 
been loosely used for a number of years to 
describe any changes in the provision of 
medical services to which medico-political 
leadership is opposed. If it were charged, 
more correctly, that the bill proposes to 
make medical services more nearly “social 
medicine” than they are today, that charge 
would be valid and would be a compliment

If, as Dr. Morris Fishbein 
Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, health conditions and standards of 
medical service are higher in the United 
States than anywhere else in the world, 
why is a@ change necessary? 

Dr. Fishbein presents a very favorable 
over-all picture. He neglects to state that 
conditions are not nearly so satisfactory 
in poor agricultural states, in rural regions 
of wealthy states and in low-income sec- 
tions of our large cities, as national sta- 
tistics indicate. 


Take, for example, infant 
mortality rates, In 1941, while 45 babies 
in the entire United States died at birth 
for every 1000 born alive, in the South the 
rate was 58. The rate for mothers who 
died in childbirth was 60 per cent higher 
in the South than in New England,

The Nattonal Physicians’ Committee 
pamphlet says that if the recommendations 
of the bill are enacted, “they will destroy 
the private practice of medicine in the 
United States.” : 

This statement is not true. If the bill is 
enacted, physicians will continue to prac- 
tice medicine much as they do now. They 
will have the choice of practicing full time 
under the insurance system, of combining 
care of patients paid for by insurance with 
care of uninsured patients and of those 
who prefer to pay for their care privately 
(that is, without making use of insurance 
benefits), or of continuing to practice full 
time outside the insurance system, 

Patients will be free to choose their gen- 
eral practitioners and to change them if 
their first choice proves unsatisfactory. 
Doctors will be equally free to accept or 
reject patients who choose them. Free 
choice is explicitly guaranteed in the bill. 


Isn't three billion dollars a year an 
enormous amount of money to spend on 
medical care and hospitalization? 

Absolutely not. Medical care ordinarily 
costs the people of this country in direct 
payments and through taxation about four 
billion dollars a year. Direct expenditures 
by the people themselves amount to about 
three billions. About two-thirds of this sum 
is now expended for the benefits which will 
be provided under the bill. 


Ixy it true that the Surgeon General will 
assign all patients to all doctors? 

Certainly not. Patients will have free 
choice of all general practitioners within 
the system. 

Will the hospitalization provisions in the 
bill “destroy the voluntary hospital sys- 
tem’? 

No, This is nonsense. Nothing in the bill 
provides for or would even permit any in 
terference in the internal management of 
any hospitals—private, public or sectarian. 


Will the provistons for grants-in-aid for 
medical educatton mean that medical edu- 


‘ 


cation will be “controlled” by the Surgeon 
General and that he will dictate which men 
and women may become medical students? 

Of course not. The provisions of Section 
1111 of the bill give the Surgeon General 
no such authority. The purpose of this pro- 
vision is to provide needed funds for the 
stimulation and support of research and 
medical education. Requests must, of 
course, be approved by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral after consultation with the advisory 
council, to make sure that public funds are 
wisely spent, 
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Is it true that the enactment of the bill 
will plunge the physicians into political 
slavery? 

This statement has been made by oppo- 
nents of the bill to confuse and disturb 
physicians and others. There is nothing 
political about the Social Security Board 
or about the office of the Surgeon General 
of the Public Health Service. 


Is it true that under the hospitalization 
provisions of the bill, people will not be 
able to choose their hospitals? 

People do not usually have free choice 
of hospitals today. Ordinarily, they go to 
the hospital in which the physician treat- 
ing them has a staff appointment. Some- 
times they have a choice of two or more 
hospitala in the community, They will have 
the same freedom under the bill, 


The bill. says the Surgeon General can 


limit the number of patients a physician 
will be allowed to treat. Won't this keep 
people from having the doctor of their 
choice? 

Not any more than at present, if the pa- 
tient chooses a doctor who already has all 
the patients he can take care of. This pro- 
Vision in the bill ils merely permissive,

Will the enactment of the bill result in 
the deterioration of medical practice? 

On the contrary, it should improve the 
standards of medical practice. The pro 
visions for consultant and specialist serv- 
ices, hospital care and X-ray and laboratory 
services as benefits will mean that doctors 
can make use of these services whenever 
they consider it advisable, without con- 
sidering the patient's pocketbook, 


Newspaper advertising against the bill, 
sponsored by medical and drug groups, says 
that if it becomes law, people must depend 
upon “a doctor who is paid by the Govern- 
ment and is presumably working eight 
hours a day instead of 24." Won't this 
make it very hard for people to get a doc- 
tor if they need one at night? 

Certainly not. Any such idea is nonsense 
and an insult to the medical profession. 
There is not one statement in the bill which 
even implies that doctors are to work any 
specified number of hours,

Puzzle of Proper Tax Balance 
Is Discussed by an Economist 


“Production, Jobs and Taxes,”” by Harold M. Groves, 
(McGraw-Hill Book Co., New York.) 
Unemployment and depression may be 

attacked at two points. Production may be 

encouraged, thereby increasing employ- 
ment and ultimately consumption, which 
in turn encourages further production. Or 
consumption may be encouraged, thus ex. 
panding markets, thereby increasing pro- 
duction opportunities, which in turn aid 
employment, encourage more consumption, 

Thus, a push in the right direction at 
any point on the wheel of business may 
help it spin faster. Most books on postwar 
economy~deal with the question of where 
to push and how the Government can do 
the pushing. 

Though Government expenditures may 
sometimes be used to push the wheel, the 
taxes from which the funds are derived 
retard it. It is important that our tax pro- 
gram be so planned as to cause the least 
possible friction in the cycle of consump- 
tion and production, The tremendous cost 
of the war to be carried into the postwar 
period indicates that we will have a terri- 
ble tax drag on business, no matter how 
well we plan, 


At the request of the Research Commit- 
tee of the Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment, Dr. Groves, professor of economics 
at the University of Wisconsin, has set 
down his views of how the Federal tax pro- 
gram can best be planned to hurt business 
least. The CED is an organization of lead- 
ing American business men who have en- 
listed the aid of many economists to help 
them plan reconversion and postwar growth 
of enterprise. The objective is praisewor-_ 
thy, though, as might be expected, the 
planning has a conservative, profit-watch- 
ing attitude. The committee announces that 
it accepta most of Dr. Groves’ ideas, but 
will issue a pamphiet indicating certain 
minor differences. 

The author offers 20 major recommenda- 
tions and conclusions, clearly presented and 
ably argued, The most important of these 
are the integration of the corporate and 
personal income taxes; postwar repeal of 
excess profits tax; revision of the methods 
and handling capital gains and losses; in- 
tegration of death and gift taxation and 
extended allowance of carry-overs and car- 
ry-backs for businesses with widely fluc 
tuating incomes.

Quite properly, Dr. Groves has avoided 
most trick schemes to give “incentives” to 
particular types of businesses. Incentive is 
just a respectable word for higher profits, 
Though the tax system is intended to in- 
terfere as little as possible with the profit 
system, it is not its function to create spe- 
cial profits for special interests, 

In only a few respects are his suggestions 
novel, but the book does a service in gath- 
ing together the many ideas and present- 
ing them as an over-all taxing plan. Our 
tax laws have many faults, but the worst 
is inconsistency of effect, caused by the 
failure to view the tax program as a unit, 
all of whose parts must properly fit the 
ultimate ends desired. 

Dr. Groves promises to set forth his plans 
in greater detail in a later study, together 
with an estimate of their revenue-produc- 
ing effect. The further study is especially 
needed, because the total effect of the pro- 
posals would seem to reduce revenues sub- 
stantially.

Politics as a Weapon.

We are living in one of | 
those times when the whole struc- | 
ture on society undergoes vast 
change. Science and technology, 
bringing their own mighty changes 
for good or for evil, compel a re- 
orientation of our whole political 
thinking. 

Yet in this field we are com- 
pletely uninventive. ; 

The Germans have seen this 
necessity, but too late. They 
started a war for medieval rea- 
sons—lebensraum and domination. 
Now they know that the political 
beam they rode leads to disnster. 
In the course of conquering Eu 
rope, they have made some dis- 
coveries—namely, that force is not 
enough. It has been fascinating 
to follow the change in German 
propaganda.

30 MORE CITY PARKS 
URGED BY COMMISSION 


Plan Anticipating Recreation- 
al Needs for 20 Years 
Submitted. 


. 


A plan anticipating the city’s 


needs in public recreational areas 
for the next 20 to 30 years was. 


made public today by the City 
Plan Commission. 

In it is stressed the need for 
at least 30 additional neighbor- 


hood parks, each having an area 
of approximately 20 acres, and the 
enlargement of parks now of in- 
adequate size to a minimum of 
20 acres, 

“The neighborhood park is a 
keystone in the construction of 
future American cities as well as 
part of the whole _ recreational 
system,’ the commission’s report 
stated. “If our cities are to sur- 
vive, if they are to become places 
for better living and truly great 
centers of culture and democracy, 
a neighborhood: park, school and 
community center must be the 
focal point for each neighbor- 
hood.” 

Revision of 1917 Plan. 

The plan, intended to serve as 
Aan appraisal and a guide, is a revi- 
sion of a plan completed in 1917 
and put into effect in many in- 
stances. It is part of an over-all 
revision of the St. Louis city plan. 

In a@dition to the larger number 
of parks, it is suggested that the 
total area of about 180 acres now 
used for playfields be quadrupled 
to serve adequately the city’s pres- 
ent population, and that the total 
area of 207 acres available for 
school and city playgrounds be 
approximately trebled if modern 
standards are to be met, 

It is recommended that in- 
creased’ recreational facilities be 
provided for older persons, but 
not at the expense of those pro- 
vided for the young. The report 
says that population figures for 
1920 and 1940 show that on the 
latter date there were 25,000 few- 
er children less than 14 years of 
age and 30,000 persons more than 
65 than in 1920. 

Country's Ald Sought, 

The total area proposed for 
parks and playfields is about 5432 
acres, nearly twice the present 
acreage ‘but not sufficient to bring 
the park area of the city to the 
desirable standard of one acre for 
each 100 persons. The ,remaining 
area needed should, however, as 
in the case of other cities, be in 
the form of large parks and reser- 
vations in the outlying portions of 
the metropolitan area.” 

Developing this phase of the 
problem, the commission men- 
tioned the “fine potential park 
land” in St. Louis County and 
said that a lack of foresight in 
taking advantage of the park op- 
portunities in the County “will 
prove more costly as each year 
passes without their realization.” 

For this reason, the report con- 
tinues, “it is recommended that 
a park district be established un- 
der existing legislation by the City 
and County, and that such a dis- 
trict immediately initiate the de- 
velopment of a metropolitan park 
system.”

When it comes time to pass out prizes to the leading jockey of 
the meeting at Fairmount, perhaps a share of the praise should be 


reserved for the jockey’s agent. 
And what's a jockey'’s agent? 
He's the authorized, licensed 
manager of the jockey’s business. 
That is to say, the state racing 
board gives certain men permis- 


sion to book the mounts of 
jockeys. At Fairmount Park there 
are nine or 10 such agents. No 
one but a licensed agent or trainer 
can act for a jockey in booking 
mounts, 


And what does a jockey’s agent 


look like? 

Well, at least one of them looks 
like a jockey who has outgrown 
the saddle. He's Gilbert Hardy, 
the personable young man who 
books the mounts for Marcos 
Pena, leading jockey of the meet- 
ing. Of medium stature, a bit on 
the thin side, alert and frank, 
Hardy is easy to meet. In fact, 
that very characteristic is essen- 
tial to the success of an agent. 

“If you can’t make friends 
among the horsemen you can't do 
a very good job of getting live 
mounts for your boy,” explained 
Hardy. 

Is An Agent Necessary? 


And just how important is an 
agent to a jockey? Could the 
boys get along without them? You 
can get a variety of answers to 
that one. 

Some horsemen will tell you 
that jockeys would get their af- 
fairs in a terrible tangle were it 
not for agents. Here’s one angle 


of hig job that’s important: The] 


agent must be an efficient handi- 
capper of horses and an astute 


judge of trainers for he frequently | 


must make a choice between sev- 
eral prospective mounts in one 
race, If his boy has a choice as 
between two or three horses it’s 
the agent who decides which he 
shall ride. He'd better be a good 
judge. 

The public knows that a good 
boy is riding “hot” horses but 
doesn't always realize that it’s the 
boy’s agent that arranges that co- 
incidence. 

So, an agent may be of inval- 
uable ald to the rider, 

On the other hand, there are 
men around the race track who 
will tell you jockeys’ agents just 
clutter up the premises, 

But it remains true that a 
jockey has little time to give to 
the business of selling his services. 

Successful Riders Use Agents. 

The most successful riders in 
the country employ agents. One 
of the top men of the profession 
is one George Burke, who for 
years has handled the “book” of 
the riders employed by the Whit- 
ney stable, Burke is said to have 
made half a milion dollars as a 
jockeys’ agent—and he never 
makes a bet on a horse race. Ed- 
die Arcaro’s agent, Nick Huff, has 
also built up a considerable bank- 
roll. 

“Under the usual ayreneenit % 


explained Hardy, “an agent is paid 


by the jookey, $10 for each win- 


ning mount and $5 for every other | 4, 


mount. The riderg gets $35 and 
$15, out of which he pays the 
agent. And then, in the case of 
stake races, the agent usually gets | 
10 per cent of the jockey’s share.” 

Top jockeys are usually on 
horses that are “ready” to win, 
but it is still bad business to bet 
on the jockey, Hardy believes. 
Fairmount fans do bet on Pena’s 
mounts. 


“Tt's the horse that has to win. 
I wouldn't bet on the jockey, at 
any race track. A good trainer 
of a live horse will see to it that 
he has a good boy up.” That’s 
important advice coming from a 
man who makes his living book- 
ing mounts for the leading jockey 
of the meeting. 


Joe Dyer, who is as much a 
part of the Fairmount Park scene 
as the odds board in the center 
field, had one of his best days 
yesterday, riding four winners. At 
36 years of age, Dyer can still

EOPLE generally are pretty 
P enthusiastic about grated raw 
carrots in salad, so why 
shouldn't they approve heartily of 
grated raw beets in salad? That 
was the reasoning that started the 
development of the following 
recipe. The result of that experi- 
ment was most gratifying. 
Raw Beet and Cucumber Salad. 
Two cups raw beets, grated 
coarsely (4 beets), three table- 
spoons chopped onion, dash pep- 
per, one teaspoon salt, one and 
one-half teaspoons sugar, two 
tablespoons salad oil, two table- 
spoons vinegar, two short, thick 
cucumbers, chilled. Wash beets 
thoroughly and peel. Grate into a 
bowl with a coarse grater, add 
onion, seasonings, oil and vinegar; 
mix, Cut the cucumbers in half, 
lengthwise with a knife, cut 
around the edge of the cucumber, 
loosening the center part from the 
skin. Scoop out center, as close 
to the skin as possible, leaving a 
thin shell. Dice the fleshy portion 
and combine with the beet mix- 
ture. Blend quickly, then heap 
into the cucumber “boats.” Serve 
immediately. These ingredients 
may be prepared ahead of time 
and then combined quickly just be- 
fore serving. Four servings.

Lettuce and tomato salad 
with one-half head lettuce, two to- 
matoes, sliced, mayonnaise. Chef's 
salad dressing, mix one tablespoon 
powdered sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon dry mus- 
tard, dash of cayenne, one-fourth 
teaspoon celery salt and one tea- 
spoon paprika. Add three table- 
spoons lemon juice, two tablespons 
vinegar and two tablespoons cat- 
sup and one-half cup salad oil. 
Beat well with rotary egg beater 
or pour into bottle and shake well 
before using. Make one cup. 
Boiled potatoes in jackets, one and 
one-half pounds; bread, eight 
slices; strawberry cream, one 
package strawberry flavored gela- 
tine, one-half cup boiling water, 
one and one-half cup milk. Add 
hot water to gelatine, Cool, add 
milk. Allow to cool and almost 
set. Whip and chill before serv- 
ing. Serve with crushed, sweet- 
ened strawberries.

The Record Makers

EMEMBER a singer named Buddy Clark? “Remember” is 
R the title of a new Columbia album which has Buddy, now 
War IL Accompaniment is by Hammond organ. The four 10- 
inch recordsy made before August, 1942, present Buddy singing 
“Smiles,” “Dear Old Pal of Mine,” “K-K-K-Katy,” “There’s a 
Long, Long Trail,” “My Buddy,” “Keep the Home Fires Burn- 
ing,” “That Old Gang of Mine” and “Just a Baby’s Prayer at 
Twilight.” The album’s appeal lies in these familiar songs, not 
in the singing. At times, Private Clark works a little too hard 
to sing with sentiment. His voice, incidentally, sounds some- 
what like the Bing Crosby voice of a few years ago. 
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CAB CALLOWAY’S band, swinging solidly, has a better- 
than-average arrangement of the Benny Goodman tune “A 
Smo-o-oth One” on a new Okeh release, The brass ensemble 
work is outstanding. There is a poor clarinet solo and a good 
ride trumpet solo. Weaker side of the record is “Let’s Go, Joe,” 
in which Cab’s familiar scat singing gets backing from a vocal 
group called the Cabaliers. ! 
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THE RECENT REVIVAL of Walt Disney’s “Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs” (first shown in 1937) has prompted 
Decca’s new album of the “Snow White” tunes as done by the 
Lynn Murray orchestra and chorus and several soloists. Or- 
chestral accompaniment is a shade more attractive than the 
singing in this book. Best solos are “I’m Wishing” by Audrey 
Marsh and the girl choir; “With a Smile and a Song” by Evelyn 
Knight and “Some Day My Prince Will Come” by Elizabeth 
Mulliner. The album of four 10-inch records also includes 
‘Snow White Overture,” “Whistle While You Work” and 
“Heigh-Ho” by the orchestra and chorus; “Bluddle-Uddle-Um- 
Dum" by Evelyn Knight and a quartet, the Andy Love Four 
and “One Song,” by Harrison Knox. . 
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BING CROSBY’S version of “Amor” (Decca) is the most 
appealing to date. The tempo is just right and the record stays 
alive until the end. Excellent also igs Bing’s “Long Ago (And 
Far Away),” paired with “Amor,” Both sides have accompani- 
ment by John Scott Trotter's orchestra in customary good 
taste. That “Amor” song is not new. An estimate of its vintage 
can be made from a new Victor record of it by Wayne King’s 
orchestra. The Waltz King has been in the Army for many 
months. 
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WATCH FOR THESE: Columbia will issue in July an 
album of Benny Goodman sextet recordings, all re-issues. ‘Phe 
contents, chosen by Goodman himself as the best of his sextet 
recordings and also numbers for which collectors are paying as 
high as $7.50 for the originals, are “Rose Room,” “Flying 
Home,” “I Found a New Baby,” “Poor Butterfly,” “The Wang 
Wang Blues,” “As Long as I Live,” “Air Mail Special,” new 
title for the original “Good Enough to Keep,” and “Grand 
Slam,” another new title for one of the originals. . . .

Doctor on 
Contagion 
In Disease

CORRESPONDENT, H. §&., of 
A craigsvitie Va., asks: “Will 

you settle an argument for us 
by telling us how long the germs 
of the following diseases live out- 
side the body (not in the labora- 
tory): tuberculosis, venereal dis- 
eases and scarlet fever.” 

It is a very good practical ques- 
tion. 

The germs of tuberculosis can 
live outside the body indefinitely. 
They have been cultivated from 
the grave wrappings of Egyptian 
mummies. Some of the bodies of 
Egyptian mummies show unmis- 
takable signs of having tubercu- 
losis of the spine or pleurisy dur- 
ing life and the germs have been 
cultivated from these spots. The 
mummies dated from at least 4000 
years ago and can hardly be said 
to come under the definition of 
living substance. The old cam- 
paign against spitting in public 
Places was based on the fact that 
if a tuberculous individual spits 
on the ground the sputum would 
dry and release the tuberculosis 
germs which would blow about 
and be breathed in by a healthy 
person. 
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HOWEVER, WE HAVE learned 
that infection by that means is 
very uncommon in _ tuberculosis, 
The usual methods of contagion 
are by human contact—parent to 
child, brother to sister, etc., in 
early life and by milk from cattle 
infected with tuberculosis, Kissing 
an infected person is very danger- 
out for a child, not so dangerous 
for an adult, because the latter 
has usually acquired immunity. 
For the same reason drinking 


from a glass or using a spoon or 


fork or napkin used by a tubercu- 
losis patient is liable to spread 
contagion. 

The two commonest § venereal 
diseases differ in the manner of 
contagion, Syphilis is never trans- 
mitted except by human contact. 
The spirochaeta, the cause of 
syphilis, does not live for any pe- 
riod of time, perhaps as long as 
ten seconds, away from human 
flesh. No animals except some 
species of monkey can be infected 
with the spirochaeta, The fear 
that syphilis can be spread from 
contacts with table ware in a res- 
taurant or at a soda fountain is 
without foundation. 

Gonoccoccic infection can be 
spread by articles of clothing and 
other articles. But such cases are 
relatively rare, 

Scarlet fever is one of the so- 
called exanthemata (acute skin 
eruption) diseases that can be 
transmitted by fomites, the defini- 
tion of a fomite being any exter- 
nal non-living object other than 
food that can transmit a disease. 
One of the famous cases that led 
to the intensive research of the 
isolation of the germ of scarlet 
fever was that of a nurse who in 
taking care of the bed linen of a 
scarlte fever patient pricked her 
finger with a pin and developed 
scarlet fever. This is the reason 
it is so important to isolate a 
scarlet fever patient and fumigate 
or sterilize all the articles in the 
sick room after the patient recov- 
ers, 
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A CHILD WITH scarlet fever 
should be given only books and 
toys than can be burnt when the 
period of convalescence is over. 
All the hangings and furniture of 
the room, the mattress and bed 
clothes, the window sills and floor 
should be fumigated, or rubbed 
down with an antiseptic solution 
like lysol or burned. 

In this scarlet fever differs from 
measles. Measles is spread entire- 
ly by human contact and fomites 
have never been proved to be re- 
sponsible for cross contagion. Thus 
the measles patient can be allowed 
to get up as’ soon as the eruption 
has subsided (provided there are 
no complications, such as running 
ear) and except for the ordinary 
routine and laundry and airing 
the room needs no special treat- 
ment at all. 

Chickenpox and mumps are simi- 
lar to measles in respect to com- 
municability. There are no au- 
thentic cases of contagion of these 
diseases which occurred other than 
by direct contact. 

But the degree of infectiousness 
of these childhood diseases is al- 
most in direct opposition to their 
transmission by external objects. 
Measles, chickenpox and mumps 
are very contagious, Getting down 
wind or in the line of cough of a 
patient seems to be enough to 
make exposure. Scarlet fever, on 
the contrary, is very moderately 
contagious. The proof of this can 
be seen in any group of people if 
you ask those who have had 
measles to raise their hands and 


then ask those who have had scar- ° 


let fever to do the same, Nearly 
every hand is raised for measles, 
only about a tenth for scarlet 
fever. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


A, R.: Is vinegar in the food 
injurious to one who is anemic? 
For instance, beets, spinach, beef 
cooked with vinegar? 

Answer: Vinegar has no effect 
on the iron in these feods, and pre- 
sumably it is the iron the anemic 
persons wants from them.
